Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 
ASHINGTON, June 14.—Auto- 
motive exports from Canada 
totalled $1,751,805 during April, 
representing a decrease of 9 per 
cent, under March, when moter 
vehicles valued at $1,927,002 were 
shipped abroad, the Department 
of Commerce disclosed today.

Fan pulleys are ad- 
justable to take up for belt wear 
Honeycomb radiator construction is 
used on all but the Merchants’ Ex- 
press model.

The brakes on the Merchant’s Ex- 
press are of the Midland “Steeldrau- 
lic,” mechanically operated internal 
expanding type. The linings are 2 
inches wide and the drums 12 inches 
in diameter. 

Lockheed internal expanding hny- 
draulic brakes are used on.ihe Com- 
mercial Truck and all larger models. 
The master cylinder is located within 
the supply reservoir to provide auto- 
matic replenishing of the liquid in 
the opérating system. This feature 
and the fact that the brakes are well 
housed to protect from grit and 
water, and the drums are heat- 
treated. are said to insure excep- 
tional freedom from need of atten- 
tion over long periods of service. 

All of the rear axles are of the 
semi-floating, spiral bevel gear type 
with four pinion differentials.

Division of General Motors Corporation 
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The Five Day Week 


ME weeks ago The Automotive Daily News carried an 
interview with John J. Raskob, vice-president of Gen- 
eral Motors, in which that executive looked forward to the 
general coming of a five-day week. Last week our favorite 
automotive daily paper carried a story from its Philadelphia 
correspondent to the effect that the great Du Pont organiza- 
tion is now compiling a far-reaching survey on the possi- 
bilities of the five-day week. 

Many authorities believe that the increased efficiency 
that will result from an extra day of rest will more than 
make up for the loss of the half day’s work on Saturday 
that is general throughout industry in this country today. 
Henry Ford long ago took this position and he claims that 
results justified the experiment. 

The result of any five-day week plan in industry will 
largely depend on the use to which workers put the extra 
day of rest. Probably the great majority would use it 
as another day to be spent in the family car and this means 
open air and benefit to the health. Also a five-day week is 
not unlikely to result in a considerable gain in automobile 
sales. 

At any rate, the importance of the organizations 
which are now using or considering the use of five work- 
ing days, instead of five and a half, makes it certain that 
this plan of operations is going to receive the serious 
consideration of industry in general within the next few 
years. 


Copyr'ght, 
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Time and the Used Car 


eo automobile dealers have trouble with the so-called 

“used car problem” simply because they do not real- 
ize that with this class of merchandise the element of time 
plays a most important role. Quite aside from its mechanical 
or appearance characteristics the sales value of the used car 
shrinks with every passing day. If a car had been bought 
in 1925, say, had been run only 500 miles and was today 
offered for sale in absolutely perfect condition, it would not 
bring 50 per cent. of its first value and the element of time 
would have produced practically all this shrinkage in selling 
price. 

The fact is that every day a used car stays in the dealer’s 
possession its potential selling price is reduced. Also the 
dealer must charge off a certain amount for the space which 
the idle vehicle has taken up on sales floor or in storehouse. 

Rapid turnover of used stock should be a basic rule 
of every automobile dealer. 


Export Gains 

HAT automotive exports are maintaining their steady 

and satisfying gains is indicated by the recent announce- 
ment of April exports by the Department of Commerce. 
Since the beginning.of the year American automotive manu- 
facturers have sent overseas products to the total value of 
$164,748,938. This makes an average for the first four 
months of 1928 of $41,187,234. This compares with $37,- 
274,801 for the same period in 1927 and $31,542,039 in 1926. 

Regardless of the condition of the industry at home, 
the export division goes steadily forward. It will be remem- 
bered that 1926 was the banner production year of all time, 
with 1927 showing a decrease in total output. Yet the ex- 
port division increased its quota and apparently is going to 
do so again this year, in spite of the fact that 1928 is not 
likely to establish a new production record. 

It all comes back to the basic fact that the rest of the 
world is beginning to demand motorization in the same 
way that we have it in this country.

Not but that the buyer may 
be personally interested, but if his 
office hours are to be successfully 
applied, it must be through the se- 
curing of the _ greatest possible 
amount of information in the time 
available. 

From an advertising standpoint,

the fact that the seasoned buyer is 
not influenced in such a manner. 

Fortunateiy, the so-called “art” of | 
high-pressured salesmanship is be- 
coming obsolete, but where it does 
exist it can be expected to have 
about as much effect as the winds 
out on the prairie. 

Let us assume that a sales- 
man has reached the _ point 
where he is ready to try closing 
the business, he undoubtedly will 
make very strong claims that the 
prices quoted are the lowest that 
can be offered with any profit at 
all, it is extremely necessary that 
he personally secure the business 
and « any v.aer concern quotes 
lower prices, they cannot success- 
fully continue, or that they will 
be unable to furnish satisfactory 


deliveries and a suitable quality. 
The salesman will finally end up 
by wanting to know “as a special 
favor” what price he must quote. 
This information, if the buyer 
should consent to give it, would 
certainly not increase the other 
bidder’s confidence in the fair 
play of American business. From 
experience, we find that the buyer 
cannot help becoming somewhat 
inclined to habitually overlook or 
discredit such statements. 

We have found in numerous cases 
that concerns who stated they could 
not make lower prices have with- 
in the year’s time returned and 
quoted prices lower than the one} 
which originally secured the busi- 
ness. An outstanding reason is the 
difference of 10 to 15 per cent. in 
the quality, kind or amount re- 
quired of the raw material which 
various concerns claim is required 
to produce the article. Please do 
not overlook the fact that you are 
the buyer of this r2w material, that 
it constitutes more than 50 per cent. 
of your sales invoice price You 
then wonder why the buyer ofttimes 
believes there is a similar difference 
in the other factors that make up 
the total price. 

Sometimes it may be a 
where the buyer is unable to use 
such materials unless the price is 
low enough to allow. We have had 
such conditions occur and found 
that <3cver sales engineers had spent 
a month's time with our designers, 
thev have auoted a price which 
would be prohibitive. 

Realizing this, we have invited in 
another concern with a similar con- 
‘truiction, and within a week's time 
they have quoted materially lower 
prices, causing an inquiry to be 
made of the original bidder as to 
the care exercised in the study of 
the subject. When in three days’ 
time they have quoted a slightly 
lower price than the second bidder, 
and tactfully suggested that they 
Jesired another interview before 
the business was finally placed, re- 
urning two days iater voluntarily, 
quoting a price which was 30 per 
cent below their first price—this all 
without any pressure on the part 
of the buyer or the creating of a 
so-called ‘“buyer’s market.” This 
would clearly indicate that too 
many times a constructive study of 
the subject is not carried out. 

The question is ofttimes raised: 
‘How is it decided as to who shall 
have the business when two prices 
are equal?” Sometimes this de-

pends upon the location of the 
seller, both in relation to the buyer 


|as well as to the source of his raw 
| material; as to the past dependa- 


bility and reputation of the seller, 
and more frequently as to whether | 
not the seller has ever of-| 
fered any constructive suggestions | 
regarding the articles which he pro- | 
duces, as to simplifying the design, | 


| or suggestions regarding the buyer's | 


own product, all of which produces | 
an improvement in quality or a 
lowering of costs to the advantage | 


| of both. 


In rewity the prices you quote 
are created before a definite in- 
quiry is received. That is by 
the application and progress you 
make in the conducting of the 
business which is on your order 
books. 

The buyer has been informed re- 
garding costs to as great an extent 
as any one connected with the in- 
dustrial world, but unfortunately, 
cost-keeping follows after the time 
the article has been produced and 
only records what has taken place 
I therefore believe that there is an 
outstanding need for the develop- 
ment of cost-finding as conditions 
which occur in the comparison of 
prices indicate that this is an out- 
standing omission. Undoubtedly, 
this is covered at the present time 
by estimating and planning depart- 
ments, but how much more satis- 
factory the results obtained in the 
conducting of your business deal- 
ings with the buyer if a thorough 
comprehensive study were made. 
Then when your prices were quoted, 
you would know they were correct 
and it would not require a “search- 
light in the dark corners” to bring 
out what should have been presented | 
in the first place. A repetition of 
business calls would be avoided and 
the expense would certainly be no/| 
more than that which you now incur. 

To develop cost-finding, it is de- 
sirable that in considering the arti- 
cle to be quoted on, your manufac- 
turing, estimating and sales de-| 
partments collectively and carefully 
go over the subject and anticipate | 
how new methods and conditions, 
which you have perhaps been work- | 
ing on experimentally, can be ap- 
plied to the production of the arti- 
cle. 

A greater education of your or- 
ganization will produce less mis- 
carried administration than now 
exists and is needed by all who are 
constantly behind your production 


—— 


“firing” lines if you are to receive 
the greatest improvements - in 
methods. 

It has been found that concerns 
who do not have the best of equip- 
ment ofttimes exceed others by hav- 
ing well-directed and loyal em- 
ployees. 

The question of diversified manu- 
facturing is often raised. Where 
it is possible with your available 
equipment and at times of the year 


which do not conflict with the peak 


loads of your present business, it 
will produce an average condition of 
operation and overhead charges 
which is of advantage to yourselves 
and all those whom you serve. 

The question has been asked as 
to how we can hold business that 
the buyer may be undertaking to 
produce for himself. This can only 
be acccmplished by your developing 
such advanced methods and econo- 
mies of operation that your buyer, 
on analyzing the subject will find 
no adrentages in their producing 
the article. 

he wuyer’s opinion is often asked 
as to what effect is created by 
membership in trade associations. 
Where the policies and principles 
of such associations cover a joint 
study of difficult production prob- 
lems, the producing of articles never 
successfully undertaken and im- 
proving of methods, in its field of 
endeavor, it would appear that cost- 
finding can be successfully accomp- 
lished, thus producing a joint com- 
petitive condition with other lines 
of manufacture, and is indeed a 
worthy object. However, definite 
consideration should be given to in- 
forming the buyer as to the princi- 
ples and policies of such an organ- 
ization for the reason that he, in 
the* past, has been confronted with 
associations who were working to- 
wards different accomplishments 
and the basic economic law has cer- 
tainly taken care of such situations, 
as 15 per cent. charges above the 
fair price have eventually turned 
into charges 10 per cent. under fair 


_ prices, brought about by new con- 


cerns enter’ng the lucrative field or 
more generally by other lines of in- 
dustry developing products which 
supersede those in use. 

We must constantly be on the 
alert in the study of improved 
methods, elimination of waste, 
avoid duplication and _ definitely 
search out the things which pro- 
duce the best results for all con- 
cerned.”

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ASHTON-DEVEER SUCCESSFUL 
JOBBER DESPITE TABOO ON 
~ SALES CONTESTS AND DRIVES 


T WAS in May, 1919, that Ashton-Deveer, Inc., 838 Com- 
monwealth Ave., Boston, was organized. Like many of 
the well-established jobbers of today, the company started 
small. The first store was at Columbus Avenue. And, like 
many of the small concerns, it did not receive recognition by 
the older manufacturers of standard lines, which necessi- 
tated buying not only from other jobbers but from various 
sources. 
In spite of competition, the young | 
organization began to grow, increas- | 
ing its stock and clientele by a ser- | 
vice policy and by building confi- 
dence. 

In 1920 we find that the concern 
was able to add lines, and that 
despite predictions of a short life 
by competitors it was becoming 
more firmly established, and two 
years later there appeared to be 
no question in the trade as to 
Ashton-Deveer not being a regular 
jobber. 

From the small store the com- 
pany moved to Massachusetts Ave- 
nue, and here the quarters proved 
inadequate, so in February, 1927, we 
find the one-time small jobber es- | 
tablished on motor row, Common- | 
wealth Avenue. Here over 21,000 
square feet of floor space is occu- 
pied. 

Were it not for the fact that con- 
siderable effort was made to sell 
and establish the trade name of 
Ashton-Deever, it is not unlikely 
the name of Maier would be em- 
ployed, for it is not betraying any 
inside stuff when we say that the 
Maier family controls Ashton-De- | 
veer. 

William D. Maier heads the con- 
cern as president and he is always 
on the job. Then we have another 
Maier, H. J., who is treasurer. And} 
there is O. H. and F. C., and with 
this array we believe we have sub- 
stantiated the claim that it is a 
Maier outfit. H. W. Deveer, vice- | 
president, fits in the picture also. 
Cap Ashton retired several years 
ago but is still active in the in- 
dustry. The buyer is Charles H.| 
Sweeny and from what we hear| 
he has a system with Bill Maier that 
puzzles the peddler new to the 
Maier outfit. 

From the very start it has been 
the policy of the Maier outfit to 
establish the firm’s name, to edu- 
cate the retailers to think of the 
company whenever products and 
service were needed. It has also

April was but $530, as compared 
with $717 in March. 

Canadian production reached the 
highest figure for the year and was 
186 per cent. greater than in Janu- 
ary, 39 per cent. above the March 
figure and only 15 per cent. less 
than in the corresponding month of 
1927. Although the production of 
all units increased over March fig- 
ures, the number of chassis manu- 
factured showed the greatest in- 
crease, 85 per cent. 

Although shipments to the United 
Kingdom decreased, that market 
remained the best market for Can- 
adian passenger cars. The decrease 


was in the low priced cars, while 
Shipments in the medium priced 
group showed a gain of 26 per cent. 
British India was the best market 
for low priced passenger cars. 
New Zealand advanced from 
fourth to third position while 
Australia took fourth place. With 
decreased shipments the Argentine 
dropped from third to fifth place. 
British India was again the best 
market for Canadian trucks, ship- 
ments increasing 40 per cent. over 
March. Panama advanced from 
sixth to second position, followed by

“There is a quiet, steady advance 
in Pord output, week by week. There 
is nothing dramatic about it, so few 
are talking about it. Those who do 
talk about it, talk about trouble. — 

“The trouble ahead, however, is 
not for Ford but for his com- 
petitors. From what the parts 
people who visit the Ford plant 
every week tell me, Ford is 
rapidly and steadily getting things 
straightened out, gradually making 
every process automatic and grad- 
ually getting down his costs. 

“Ford production will be climb- 
ing week by week as the year goes 

on, right up to Christmas, while the 
production of other makers will be 
dropping. 

“The other important factor is 
the fine output of the cheap and 
the costly cars and the disappoint- 
ment records of the cars of inter- 
mediate prices. 

“But this situation is to change.
